The Los Angeles County Highway 


Commission is desirous of ascertain- 
ing the pleasure of the people of Co- 
vina with respect to tho road from Los 
Angeles, via fOl Monte, to the City of 
Covina, and particularly that portion 
east 
of the Intersection of 
Maine 


street of Vinelaiid With LOH Angeles 
Interurban Railway. 


The old San Bernardino road run- 


ning westerly from Covina to Vine- 
land has a very narrow right of way 
and In one or two places tho right of 
way Is not dedicated at all and In or- 
der to promptly Improve this road It 
will be necessary to secure a through 
right of way of at least fifty feet In 
width. 
There has been some dis- 


position to eliminate the Jog In this 
road at Vineland where four right 
angle turns exist, by securing a new 
right of way along tho old Rancho 
property lino. 
There has also been 


some disposition on the part of many 
of tho 'Covina people to have this road 
rUianeed to Puente avenue, 
which 


would Involve the acquisition of a 
new right of way for some little dis- 
tance from tho west end of Puento 
avenue to the Southern Pacific right 
of way. As to whether or not. the two 
changes In the right of way mention- 
ed above, and especially the latter, 
can be legally made Is a matter which 
has not been fully determined as yet. 
We will take- this matter up with tho 
District Attorney and aecure an opin- 
ion. 
In the meantime we would be 


pleaded to have the people of Covina 
Indicate to us through your honorable 
body, or by petition, or otherwise, 
what Ihelr wish-en may bo In this mat- 
tor. 


During our 
preliminary 
estimate 


work last year, the Commission took 
up this road from 101 Monte to Covina, 
on condition that the people of Covina 
would provide a right of way of the 
rc-(|ulslln width and directness, con- 
f,e(|uently wo are expecting the people 
of C'ovlna to make good in this parti- 
cular.

THE 
TARIFF. 


We do not think we are competent to write upon so important a 


matter as the tariff, but as we know the clipping bureaus furnish our 
senators with every news item from the press upon this subject, we 
wish to say we are not in sympathy with the petitions being circulated 
by the leather trade and the importers for a reduction in the tariff on 
hides and hosiery. 


Our present prosperity is due to protection, andwe askprotection 


for our own industries. It does not seem proper that we should ask 
for tariff reductions upon some article or articles that some other 
district depends upon for their prosperity. 
It does not matter what 


price we pay for our hosiery and shoes if our industries are prosperous. 
The operatives in our hosiery mills ask for an increase In the tariff 
on hosiery, and should have it. This would not change the price of 
domestic hose retailing from lOc to 2;ic per pair, and on the finer grades 
would increase the cost but 2Vic per pair. Our domestic mills coul& 
never have achieved their present standard without protection, and 
while we admit hosiery could be sold cheaper were the duty reduced, 


• or taken off, it would be at the expense of labor, necessitating the re- 


duction of our labor costs to those of Europe. 
Our standard of living 


in this country is too high, and our conditions of life too dissimilar for 
this. 


We stand for the tariff and, right or wrong, for the protection of 


every industry, trust or no trust. 
In the administration of our internal 


affair there are ninny grave problems. But it would seem there should 
be means) found without calling for foreign intervention. 


Lot us have a permanent tariff commission.
